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The cover illustration is a reproduction of an origi- 
nal drawing by C. W. Anderson, showing a view of 
the Old Mason Quarry, also known as ‘Mac Donald’s 
Quarry.” 


At one time this quarry was a major industry in 
Mason, and with its own store, postal service, and 
dwellings for workmen was a little village in itself. 
Operated from 1857 to 1901 the quarry produced gran- 
ite for buildings and monuments throughout the U. 8. 
Following is a partial list of structures built wholly, or 
in part of granite from this quarry: 


Rensselear County Court House, Troy, N. Y. 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York City. 
Durfee High School, Fall River, Mass. 

Tombs Prison, New York City.

Brookfield Savings Bank, Brookfield, Mass. 
Registry of Deeds, Cambridge, Mass. 

Soldier’s Monument, Cambridge, Mass. 
Soldier’s and Sailor’s Monument, Salisbury, N. C. 


The quarry was last operated by Messrs. Daniel 
and Edward Stanton from about 1883 to 1901. Fire 
broke out in 1908 and destroyed the work-shops and 
all the machinery and equipment. 


A tall brick chimney still stands beside the crum- 
bling ruins of the workshops, and the remains of sev- 
eral houses are still visible.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


Most of us—at some time or other—have heard, or 
read the early history of our Town. For what has transpir- 
ed since, we must rely on verbal reports handed down thru 
the generations. Somewhere, there may probably exist 
written accounts of these historical events, which might 
add new facts to, as well as substantiate legends now avail- 
able. 


Since the Town Report is probably the best means 
within our possession for recording the current history of 
our Town, we are including as much of the historical events 
of the year 1950 as seem feasible at this time. 


The financial side:— 


At very few times in the history of our Town, has it 
been possible to report so healthy a financial status. Events 
which brought about this condition were—for the most 
part—beyond our control, such as the mild winters, as well 
as unanticipated recovery of Old Age Assistance Funds, 
etc. 


It has been said that our Town has made remarkable 
progress in the past few years. We may all be proud of that 
fact, since it was the joint effort of all of us which made 
this possible. 


Thru the projects of the Ladies Aid—at the Church; 
The V. F. W.—at the Common; The Grange, and P. T. A— 
at the town Hall; School, and School area. These projects— 
with donated labor, and in most instances donated money— 
reflect the Spirit of Cooperation and Civic Pride which pre- 
vails within the Community. 
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About the Town Hall:— 


It is gratifying to receive the favorable comments on 
the outside appearance of our Town Hall Building. How- 
ever, the interior needs redecorating to bring it up to 
standard. Particularly the stage settings. It is hoped that 
this situation will be remedied to present a more suitable 
atmosphere within the Hall. 


Of course we are still faced with the problem of in- 
adequate toilet facilities. A hold-over from the hitching 
post days. This situation can be overlooked only from a 
distance. 


About Town Roads:— 


The maintenance and improvement of the Highways 
continues to be a major problem of expense. Progress is 
being made in widening and graveling, but the amount done 
each year is necessarily limited. Bills pending in the Legis- 
lature would increase the amount alloted under Town Road 
Aid, and State Aid to Town Roads, and—if passed-—would 
materially assist the Highway Building Program. 


Although our expense for Winter Roads has been con- 
siderably lower than average, we cannot plan that these 
winter conditions will continue indefinitely. 


In order to meet the State Wage Scale we have had 
to increase our hourly rate for Foremen from 85c to $1.10, 
and for Laborers from 80c to $1.00. 


About Assessing :— 


It would be a great assistance to the Selectmen if al) 
the taxpayers would return the Inventory Blanks complete- 
ly filled out as required by law. 
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Although we recognize any citizen’s right to voice his 
disapproval of his individual assessment at any, and all 
times, we should like to point out that Annually, on or 
about April 15th, a day for a Public Hearing is set aside by 
the Selectmen “for hearing all parties regarding their 
liability to be taxed.” In the past few years these ‘“‘Hear- 
ings” have not been heavily attended. 


Miscellany :— 


In accordance with the National Defense Program, we 
have appointed Mr. Harry S. Sluman as Local Director of 
Civilian Defense. 


At the request of the State Forestry Department that 
we appoint a tree warden to assist in combating the Dutch 
Elm Disease, we have selected Mr. Richard J. Lord for that 
post. 


We wish to express our sincere thanks to Mr. Toivo K. 
Kivimaki for his able assistance in the preparation of this 
year’s Town Report.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE

As School Nurse in Mason I made eleven visits to the 
Mason Public School to examine the children for communi- 
cable disease and general health supervision. Dr. Karr ex- 
amined the children in November at which time he found 
the following defects: 


Tonsils, enlarged 11 
Teeth 15 
Wax in ears 1 
Underweight 3 


Under sponsorship of the P. T. A., the Public Health 
Nurse, Mrs. Marie Fahey, conducted a toxoid clinic at which 
the Three in One prophylatic treatment for diphtheria was 
given to 25 children in town, up to the age of eight. I assist- 
ed with the three clinics and Dr. Harlan Karr was the at- 
tending physician. Three children were also vaccinated. 


The children have been weighed and measured twice 
during the year. Most showed a satisfactory gain but three 
are still underweight. 


I tested the children’s eyes by means of the Snellon 
Eye Chart and found two who were in need of further treat- 
ment. Both have been examined by occulists and treatment 
given. 


There were two cases of German Measles during the 
year. 


There has been special emphasis placed by the nurse 
and teachers on the prevention of disease by cleanliness of » 
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body and the development of good health habits. Daily in- 
spection of the pupils by the teachers and monthly inspec- 
tions by the nurse have helped, but not completely erradi- 
cated the problem of pediculosis. 


The children attended the Federal Public Health 
Fluorine Treatment Clinic at Milford in February and 
March. This has done much to stimulate interest in keep- 
ing their teeth in good condition.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I respectfully submit my fourth annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


INSTRUCTION 


I am pleased to report that our schoo! is continuing to 
make progress under the able instruction and leadership 
of Miss Virginia Miller, Miss Lilla Tuttle and Miss Elsie 
Wheeler. Definite emphasis is being placed on the funda- 
mental tools of learning, Reading, Writing, Arithmetic and 
Language Arts. These are complemented by an appreciation 
of art and music, and a knowledge of how to live with one 
another. Mr. Anderson has continued to help the children, 
with their art work when time permits. This service is 
greatly appreciated. 


SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


This fall, we inaugurated a school lunch program which 
worked very well for a while under the capable leadership 
of Mrs. Goldsby and Mrs. Spear. The Parent-Teachers’ 
Association is to be complimented for the interest they 
showed in the project, and the temporary financial help they 
were able to give. Many townspeople contributed food and 
equipment as their means of expressing their interest in 
this activity. Unfortunately the program has been discon- 
tinued. It is hoped that it may start again so that we may 
continue this service for the children. A warm meal is of 
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distinct advantage to those young people who travel on 
buses and have such a long school day. 


HEALTH SUPERVISION 


The school nursing service is being capably handled by 
Miss Sybil Beatham, assisted by Dr. Harlan Karr of Green- 
ville. For details of the nurse’s services I refer you to the 
School Nurse Report. 


PLAYGROUND FACILITIES 


The playground area constructed in the rear of the 
school building has been a welcome addition to our school 
grounds. I wish to express our appreciation to the Grange 
and to all those who assisted in any way with the work 
on this project. 


IMPROVEMENTS TO BUILDINGS 


The School Board at its special district meeting re- 
ported fully on the work that has been done and the work 
yet to be completed. I wish merely to state that all of the 
work that has been planned has been completed. All equip- 
ment is working to satisfaction and is giving us a building 
of which everyone should be proud. The whole program 
was one that truly benefited the whole town. Perhaps the 
greatest evidence of this was the fact that approximately 
eighty families obtained their water from the school well 
during the extreme dry season in the early fall. The School 
Board and those who assisted them are to be congratulated 
for the expeditious and economical manner in which the 
project was carried out. Many thanks go to Mr. Harry 
Sluman who put in many hours of his time without compen- 
sation for his services. 
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The classrooms are a bright and cheerful place in which 
to work. The children are assuming much responsibility in 
keeping the building clean and attractive. The hallway is 
the only part of the building that now needs re-conditioning. 
It is hoped that this can be done in the near future. 


TRANSPORTATION 


_ The town routes are being operated very efficiently by 
Mr. Alfred Spear and Mr. Frank Newell. Mr. Newell is oper- 
ating the route from the old No. 6 School. The addition of 
this route has been a very satisfactory arrangement. 


FINANCE 


Every effort is being made to offer our young people 
an adequate education as economically as possible. An an- 
alysis of the School Board’s Budget shows that increases 
for 1951-52 are negligible. The total amount required to 
meet the School Board’s Budget is less than 1% more than 
the appropriation for 1950-51, or a total of $109.23. The 
largest savings have been effected in Additions and Im- 
provements to Buildings and Tuitions( because of fewer 
people in high school). 


STATE AID 


Any State Aid that Mason may receive is dependent 
upon the attitude of the present Legislature toward the 
proposed State Aid Bill. The new bill provides that Mason 
shall receive $1,743.75, as compared to $3,465.57 received 
last year. The School Board has estimated the first figure 
as income for next year. What will happen to this bill de- 
pends upon the degree to which the people of New Hamp- 
shire make their views known. Much publicity has been 
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given to this bill, thus it is felt not necessary to go into 
details in this report. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to thank the Mason School Board and the citi- 
zens of Mason for the excellent support they have given 
_to the teachers and me this past year. It is only as we work 
together that we can achieve the type of education we all 
desire for our children.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Everyone apparently fears fire, but too many are care- 
less with it. This is particularly true of fires in and near 
woodlands. Official figures show that more than 98% of 
all forest fires result from human carelessness, and can be 
prevented. Consequently, we may say “Forest Fires are 
our most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous, and their 
effects are far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products 
of the forests; the protection forests provide for game, and 
the supply of ground water. They upset local economies by 
drawing men from gainful employment, and require the ex- 
penditure of public funds to extinguish them. 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is Prevention 
—fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your local 
forest fire warden and his deputies are constantly working. 
It can be achieved Only if You and You and You cooperate 
with them. It is worth Your effort and can be accomplished 
by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being 
particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the war- 
den when the ground is not covered with snow. 


3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with 
burning requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected 
and aiding him to extinguish it. 
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Let us reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate 
our most shameful waste. 


During 1950 the Town of Mason had the following 
fire record: 
Number of fires 1 
Acreage Burned 6 Cost $64.48 
Number of fire permits issued 24 
With the continued cooperation of all of the Towns- 


people, we may expect to keep our forest fires to the mini- 
mum.
